A woman in exercise clothes chatted on her cell- 
phone as she walked her dog. A man puttered 
around his front yard, tidying up. A backhoe tore 
into a pile of rubble, shattering the morning quiet. 

Kevin and Janet Shaevitz watched it all. 

Their Anaheim Hills home burned down last 
month in the Canyon fire 2, one of 15 homes in 


the area that were destroyed. 


And on a recent Saturday, as workers removed 
charred timbers and shattered tile from damaged 
lots, Janet Shaevitz perked up as she clambered 
over some debris to retrieve items she recognized 
— Christmas ornaments made by her kids. 

She held up a green paper stocking and saw her 


son’s face smiling from the top.
